this Our Commandement; Willing and commanding all and ſingular Malozs, Yuſtices of 
Peace, Shtriffes, Bailiffes, Conſtables, Headbozoughs,and all other Our Officers and Mi⸗ 
niſters, to whom it ſhall oz may appertaine, to doe their vitermoſt endeanour foꝛ the dil⸗ 
couery and ſearching out of all offenders and delinquents concerning the pꝛemilles, and to bee 
alding and aſſiſting to the ſaid Patentees, their Executoꝛs, Adminiſtratoꝛs and Aﬀlignes, De. 

pauties, Factozs, and Seruants, in, and about the due exetution and perfoꝛmante of Dur 
Royall pleaſure and Commandement aboue declared.
